Nearly 600 scholarship and award 
winners were recognized for their 
achievements on October 28 as the Uni¬ 
versity of Victoria held its 20th annual 
Awards Recognition Ceremony. They 
shared nearly $783,000 in scholarships, 
fellowships and other awards. Donors of 
many of the 822 awards and scholar¬ 
ships were also honored during the even¬ 
ing, and the 50 students who are the top 
academic achievers of the year received 
special recognition on the University 
Centre Stage. 


All of the award-winning students 
were invited to the ceremony, along with 
the private, corporate and other donors 
who have assisted in their educational 
achievements through establishing 
scholarships, awards and bursaries. 

Guest speaker for the event was Dr. 
Alan Astbury, UVic R.M. Pearce Profes¬ 
sor of Physics, who spoke on ‘The Reali¬ 
ties of Research. ,, 

Astbury described the special excite¬ 
ment of scientific research. “Once 
you’ve started down this road, you fol- 


B.C. students face tough 
employment picture 


A Report on Student Employment, 

prepared for the summer of 1987 by Dr. 
Roy Watson (Sociology) indicates that 
participation in the labor force declined 
this year to 84.9 per cent from 88.4 per¬ 
cent in 1986. 

“Of those seeking employment, 90.4 
per cent were successful, a sharp drop 
from the previous year (94.0%),” says the 
report which is sponsored by the Presi¬ 
dent’s Committee on Student Employ¬ 
ment and the Alma Mater Society. 

The percentage of students reporting 
work in the private sector was 51.6 per 
cent, a marked increase over imme¬ 
diately preceding years and close to the 
level of 50.6 per cent last reported in the 
late 1970s. 

“Unfortunately, reflecting continued 
restraint efforts by all three levels of 
government, employment in the public 
sector declined still further,” to 26.4 per 
cent, from 43.7 per cent in 1979, says the 
report. 

A “fortunate minority” of 25.2 per cent 
reported that their summer jobs pro¬ 
vided an experience related to their 
future careers. But, the percentage who 
expect to cover all or a substantial part 
of anticipated education costs from their 
summer earning has steadily declined, 
from 22.4 per cent in 1984 to 16.1 percent 
this year. “As noted in last year’s report, 
part of the reason for this decline is a 


continuing rapid escalation in the costs 
of attendance.” 

In conclusion, the report says that the 
tight labor market impinges particu¬ 
larly on students moving from secon¬ 
dary schools to university. 

“Though more of them enter the job 
market, their success in finding work 
likely to be sufficiently remunerative is 
low. Our survey, of necessity, includes 
only those who have been able to plan 
financing for a year’s academic work. 
One wonders how many Secondary stu¬ 
dents are deterred from entering univer¬ 
sity by failure to secure work.” 

The compilers of the report collected 
data from students during early regis¬ 
tration at UVic from July 2 to July 31. 
Data was not obtained during the Sep¬ 
tember registration period or from stu¬ 
dents who registered at other locations.

low it with all the singleminded determi¬ 
nation you can bring to the problem. 
And that’s really where the fun begins. 
If you’ve chosen well, things begin to fall 
into shape. Patterns emerge. You can 
anticipate and even predict the results of 
some experiments. And for a small 
moment in time you will actually know 
and understand things that nobody else 
knows and understands. Those are very 
rich moments.” 

Astbury described 95 percent of 
research as “the systematic application 
of common sense.” As for the other 5 
percent of research—this, said Astbury, 
is the contribution of a few people “who 
> supply the directions. They work in a 

< very symbiotic way. There may be an 

< individual who has an idea and a whole 
15 - research program takes off on that idea. 
§• He can only have that idea from the 

knowledge that he has from another 
research program.” 

Astbury stressed the importance of 
basic research, saying that applied 
research can produce direct social bene¬ 
fits over a long term only if the society 
makes a broad investment in the basic 
research in which all applied research 
results are founded. 

“Now this evening we have with us 
people who really understand 
investment—and this is not the kind 
that crashes every Monday,” he said. 
“These are our donors—the people who 
invest in the youth. We are very grateful 
for their farsightedness, their wisdom 
and their generosity. Youth, in fact, is 
really where we should put our money, 

Vikettes, Vikes 
take titles

The UVic Vikettes field hockey team 
dethroned the two-time defending 
national champions, University of 
Toronto, 1-0 to win the Canadian Inter¬ 
collegiate Athletic Union national title 
in Toronto Sunday, November 1. First- 
year student and Victoria native 
Rochelle Low scored the winning goal 
for the Vikettes to finish the tournament 
as top scorer with four goals. Katrina 
Lineen, Moira Hill and Low were named 
to the tournament all-star team. Lineen 
is a fourth-year player and Hill is in her 
fifth year of eligibility with the Vikettes. 

Carmen Kirkness and Lineen were 
both recognized as CIAU All Canadians 
for this season. 

The UVic Vikings soccer team upset 
three-time defending national and con¬ 
ference champion UBC to clinch first 
place in Canada West Soccer on Satur¬ 
day, October 21. 

Victoria native DougMuirhead scored 
the winning goal in the last five min¬ 
utes, remaining in the game to lead the 
Vikings to a 1-0 victory over UBC. Muir- 
head called it the most important goal he 
has ever scored. “Not the prettiest... but 
the most important,” the UVic forward 
said with a victory grin. 


for that is really where our future lies.” 

Astbury also encouraged students to 
“think Canadian” when choosing grad¬ 
uate schools. “Academic research 
depends vitally on the calibre of the 
graduate students involved in it. If grad¬ 
uate school can attract and hold young 
people, you can attract the money that 
follows that talent. And of course, with¬ 
out money you can’t do research. Now 
this doesn’t mean that I can see the dol¬ 
lar sign in the centre of all the heads of 
all the bright young people here. But the 
balance of funds devoted to research in 
Canada is not correct and some of us 
have to try and do something about it. I 
have the feeling that if we can build up a 
head of pressure in the universities 
across Canada then maybe some of us 
can do something about it. When I see 
some of that pressure bled away to 
another country, then I’m disappointed.” 

Astbury came to UVic in 1983, after 
being leader of a group of British scien¬ 
tists involved in the “UAI” experiment at 
CERN, Switzerland, which led to the dis¬ 
covery of new subatomic particles and 
the awarding of the 1984 Nobel Prize in 
Physics to two of Astbury’s CERN col¬ 
leagues. Astbury’s description of the dis¬ 
covery appeared in the October 1983 
“Physics Bulletin,” coinciding with his 
appointment in Victoria. He is a member 
of U Vic’s TRIUMF team, doing research 
at Canada’s subatomic physics research 
facility in Vancouver, and maintains his 
close association with the scientists at 
CERN.

Award winners rich in talent, varied in experience

The students honoured at the 1987 
Awards Recognition Ceremony 
represent a talented group from Vic¬ 
toria , several B.C. communities, 
other Canadian provinces, and a 
number of other countries. Follow¬ 
ing are brief profiles of a few of the 
many interesting award winners 
this year. 

Lisa Rose achieved the outstanding 
distinction of maintaining a 9.0 grade 
point average—representing an A-plus 
average—in her studies last year. This is 
the highest GPA that can be earned, 
making Rose the student with the high¬ 
est academic average at this year’s 
Awards Recognition Ceremony. 

An Australian who came to Canada in 
1978, Rose is studying English and 
Anthropology with the intention of 
going to graduate school and eventually 
working as a field anthropologist. 

Rose enrolled at UVic as a full-time 
mature student last year after working 
for five years as a secretary in Prince 
Rupert to save enough money to come to 
university. 

“I had always been a good student,” 
she admits. But when she completed 
high school in Australia, Rose did not 
have enough money to enrol in univer¬ 
sity. “I always wanted to go on to school, 
but took a long time to save up enough 
money to do it.” 

Rose was on her way from New Zea¬ 
land to Europe when a personal turn of 
events made her change her mind and 
come to Canada instead. In Prince 
Rupert, while working as a secretary for 
the municipality, she took courses at 
Northwest Community College part- 
time, and in the summer of 1984 she 
came to summer school at UVic. 

Last year for the first time she was 
able to enrol as a full-time student, and 
for her achievements during the year 
she is receiving the R.T. Wallace Com¬ 
memorative Scholarship of $1,400, the 
Frank and Margaret Gibbs Scholarship 
of $300, the University of Victoria, 
Faculty Scholarship of $500, the Presi¬ 
dent’s Scholarship of $125, and the 
Ralph Barbour Burry Memorial Scho¬ 
larship in English of $1,125. 
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Rose attributes her academic success 
to working extremely hard, being 
“lucky” and having a “wonderful study 
partner” (Anthropology student Eric 
Ages). 

She is taking six courses this year, and 
says, “whether I stay on as a full-time 
student next year depends upon whether 
I can afford it.” 

Rose candidly states that “it’s incredi¬ 
bly expensive” to be a student, particu¬ 
larly for mature students such as herself 
who are not eligible for the entrance 
scholarships awarded to students com¬ 
ing to UVic directly from high school. 

After completing the current year, 
Rose has another year of full-time stu¬ 
dies to complete her UVic undergradu¬ 
ate degree. She has not yet decided 
where she would like to go to graduate 
school, but intends to focus her attention 
on either early hominid research or 
physical anthropology/primatology 
(the study of non-human primates). 

Peter Postuk, age 26, decided when 
he came back to university two years 
ago that he wanted to major in psychol¬ 
ogy and go into medicine. Postuk, whose 
hometown is Duncan, B.C., has 
attended university “on and off’ for six 
years. After graduating from Shawni- 
gan Lake School, he worked in the bush 
as a logger for a couple of years and took 
two years out from studying at UVic to 
obtain his commercial pilot’s license. He 
says he has not always been a high aca¬ 
demic achiever, but he became a top stu¬ 
dent “in the last couple of years, when I 
decided to do something with my educa¬ 
tion.” He is receiving recognition at this 
year’s Awards Recognition Ceremony 
for his excellent academic achievements 
last year, resulting in an 8.8 grade point 
average. The awards he is receiving are 
the President’s Scholarship of $2,500 > 
and the Matthew Cowan Scholarship of > 
$300. < 


Brian Alexander Berryman is a 
fourth-year student in the School of 
Music. A flutist, he attended high school 
in Liverpool, N.S., and transferred to 
UVic after two years at Dalhousie Uni¬ 
versity. He was attracted to UVic’s 
Music School because “it’s a good sized 
school and offers many opportunities to 
perform.” Brian played second flute 
with the UVic Orchestra two years ago 
and organized his own recital last year. 
He has a particular interest in the Ger¬ 
man language and is considering either 
graduate studies in music history or pur¬ 
suing his training in flute performance. 
He is the recipient of the J.J. Johan- 
nesen Scholarship in Music Perfor¬ 
mance of $750, a University of Victoria 
Faculty Scholarship of $500, the Presi¬ 
dent’s Scholarship of $1,250 and the 
Government of the Federal Republic of 
Germany Book Prize. 


Elaine Wright is in her second year 
of the Master’s program in History in 
Art. She specializes in Islamic art and 
recently returned from a trip to England 
and Ireland where she conducted 
research for her Master’s Thesis on Per¬ 
sian manuscript illumination. Ms. 
Wright is from Winnipeg and recieved a 
B.A. in Psychology from the University 
of Manitoba. After teaching elementary 
school in northern Manitoba and the 
Yukon for six years, she came to UVic 
and earned a B.A. with Honours in His¬ 
tory in Art. After finishing her Master’s, 
she hopes to go on for a Ph.D. in Art 
History. She has received a University 
of Victoria Fellowship for $9,000 and the 
Flora Hamilton Burns Fellowship of 
$800.

Lisa Kim Leung is enrolled in her 
fourth year in the School of Education. 
She was chosen to participate in the Vic¬ 
toria Internship Program and is pres¬ 
ently teaching grade seven at Oaklands 
Elementary School. Ms. Leung, who 
comes from Victoria, is an accomplished 
pianist and sportswoman. When she 
was in grade 11, she won the Times Colo¬ 
nist Tennis Tournament in the women’s 
singles category. After graduation, she 
hopes to teach elementary school and 
contribute her talents to extracurricular 
activities in sports and music. Ms. 
Leung has won student awards through¬ 
out her career at UVic. This year, she 
received the Hugh Farquhar Memorial 
Scholarship of $2,600, the President’s 
Scholarship of $700, and the Robert S. 
Evans Memorial Scholarship of $700. 

Victoria Smolov, in her first year in 
Electrical Engineering, describes her 
courses as “real challenging.” She is one 
of three women in first-year Engineer¬ 
ing. Smolov is particularly interested in 
fiber optics and signal processing—-a 
particular strength of UVic’s program. 

Smolov was born in the U.S.S.R. in the 
Western Ukraine. She emigrated with 
her family in 1977 to escape the persecu¬ 
tion of Jewish people. She lived in Win¬ 
nipeg for four years before coming to 
Victoria, where she attended Norfolk 
House and Oak Bay High School. 

Aside from her notable talents in 
science and math, she loves music and is 
an accomplished pianist. She won a con¬ 
certo competition in grade 11, and has 
performed as an accompanist and with 
the UVic Orchestra. 

She has received the T.S. McPherson 
Scholarship for $2,500 and the Faculty 
of Engineering Dean’s Entrance Scho¬ 
larship for $1,000.

Geographic Series 
publishes B.C. volume 


British Columbia: Its Resources 
and People is a contemporary, compre¬ 
hensive analysis, by experts in their 
fields, of this distinctive Canadian pro¬ 
vince. The 430-page softcover volume is 
Number 22 of the popular Western Geo¬ 
graphical Series, produced by the 
Department of Geography at UVic. 

Discussions of the province’s geogra¬ 
phic character, resources, economy, pop¬ 
ulations, urban areas, history and future 
prospects are included in this book 
edited by Dr. Charles N. Forward. 

Photographs, figures and tables com¬ 
plement the information presented in 
the book’s 18 chapters, and recommen¬ 
dations and cautions concerning cur¬ 
rent trends and developments are 
offered in key areas. 

The 13 contributors are all current or 
former members of the UVic Geography 
Department who offer a vast range of 
expertise in resource, urban, physical, 
and cultural geography. 

Geomorphologist Dr. Harold Foster 
has contributed a chapter on landforms 
and natural hazards, which suggests in 
its conclusion that new, comprehensive 
legislation might be needed to decrease 
the potential for losses in B.C. in the 
event of major earthquake or flood 
disasters. 

Dr. Derek Sewell contributes chapters 
on B.C.’s water resources, anci energy 
resources, in which he identifies emerg¬ 
ing issues and conflicts, and outlines the 
challenges ahead if these valuable 
resources are to be preserved and man¬ 
aged in the public good. 

Dr. Peter Murphy, in his chapter on 
tourism, presents some of the steps to be 
taken if this increasingly important 
industry is to fulfill the expectations 
placed upon it. 


The Victoria Canada-China Friendship 
Association has established the Dr. Nor¬ 
man Bethune Memorial Lectureship— 
an annual lecture series. Dr. William C. 
Gibson, Chancellor of the University of 
Victoria, will deliver the inaugural lec¬ 
ture on November 14 at a Faculty Club 
dinner beginning at 6:00 p.m. Dr. Gib¬ 
son’s talk is entitled “Dr. Sun Yat Sen 
and His Successors.” 

The lectureship was established to 
celebrate the memory of Dr. Bethune, a 
Canadian physician who is celebrated 
throughout China for his work there in 
the late 1930’s. 

Dr. Gibson traveled to China twenty 
years ago with the Dr. Norman Bethune 
Foundation and again 2 years ago as 
Chairman of the Terry Fox Foundation 
of B.C. He has taken a very active inter¬ 
est in the use of interferon in treating 
infectious viral hepatitis—a disease that 


For example: “Tourism is so diffused 
throughout our economy and province 
that no single agency or jurisdiction can 
plan and implement on an efficient 
basis in this competitive business.

afflicts many people, including about

The publication of Seneca's Hercules 
Furens: A Critical Text with Introduc¬ 
tion and Commentary, by Dr. John 
Fitch, is the culmination of a 10-year 
project by this UVic Classics scholar. 

The Roman tragedian’s play about 
Hercules, one of the most important 
culture-heroes of Greco-Roman civiliza¬ 
tion, is a “play for all times” says Fitch 
of the work written by Seneca in the 1st 
Century A.D. 

Fitch’s 489-page hardcover text, pub¬ 
lished by Cornell University Press, 
includes his assessment of the ambival¬ 
ent classical portrayals of Hercules, as 
well as his reconstruction of the original 
text of the play and a 350-page 
commentary. 

Hercules may be taken as an exem¬ 
plary model for the man of outstanding 
achievement who achieves immortality 
through his labors. Or, he may be viewed 
as a megalomaniac, a man obsessed 
with his own achievements to the extent 
that he forgets any other achievements 
or personal considerations. 

The title Hercules Furens means in 
Latin that Hercules is mad, and Fitch’s 
interpretation of Seneca’s play is that 
Hercules’ madness springs from his 
megalomania and driving ambition 
which cannot rest. As he writes in the 
introduction to the text “...it is just 
when Hercules believes himself to have 
mastered all evil, that evil masters his 
own mind.”

What is so Interesting is that Seneca 
speaks about the human passions of his 
tragic heroes—such as the megaloma¬ 
nia of Hercules or the revenge of 
Medea—as if these human passions 
could threaten the whole world. That 
idea has “special relevance” for the 20th 
Century and it is fascinating to find that 
same idea in the 1st Century A.D. “The 
more I look into our history, the more I 
feel there is very little new under the 
sun,” says Fitch. 

In reconstructing Seneca’s original 
Latin text, Fitch travelled to Oxford, 
Cambridge, Florence and Paris, assisted 
by Canada Council Fellowships (when 
the Council still funded the humanities), 
and UVic and Social Sciences and 
Humanities Research Council of Can¬ 
ada faculty research stipends. The old¬ 
est complete manuscript of Seneca’s 
tragedies he examined was the 11th Cen¬ 
tury “Etruscus”, which is preserved in 
the Laurentian Library in Florence., 

Reconstructing original works in 
Latin is highly specialized work involv¬ 
ing great skill and care. At certain 
stages Fitch used ultraviolet lamps to 
uncover readings that had been erased 
and written over by later scribes. 
“Scribes writing in the 11th Century 
made mistakes, and later scribes made 
more mistakes!” he says, describing the 
challenges he met in arriving at his 20th 
Century version of the original Seneca.
